3. In the reply filed on 06 February 2004, Applicants elected the invention of 
Group II, (28, 29, 36 and 37), without traverse. 

However, upon further consideration, the examiner has decided to re- 
restrict further among the polypeptide sequences set forth in SEQ ID N0s:7 to 12 
recited in claim 29, because these polypeptide sequences are independent and 
distinct inventions. Each of the polypeptide sequences is independent and 
distinct because no common core structural or functional properties are shared. 
The amino acid sequences set forth in SEQ ID N0s:7 to SEQ ID N0:12, vary in 
length and appear to possess characteristic differences in structure and function. 
Absent evidence to the contrary, each such amino acid sequence is presumed to 
represent an independent and distinct invention, this Authority therefore 
considers that the several polypeptide sequences do not share a special 
technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2 and thus do not relate to a 
single general inventive concept within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.1 .
